WASHINGTON, Sept. ll. — Under 


weird circumstances and surroundings, 
the body’of a 14-year-old boy, Harry 
Smith, yesterday, was found burned in 
an Italian bootmaker’s shop. The boy 
had been murdered and his body lay un- 
der an old sofa. This lounge had been 
bathed in kerosene and the oll had also 


been poured on the boy’s clothing and 
on the floor around him. A stained ham- 
mer was found tn the charred remains 
of the sofa. 

The scene of the crime is a rookery. 
li< rooms are inhaoited by Italians and 
‘cinesre. The proprietor of the boot- 
im#king shop, Tony Melino, a young 
whose door bears the _ sign, 
*™“ony, the Shoemaker by Trade,’’ has 
been arrested.

Hides Identity of Friend. 

This red-headed man, Melino told the 

police, had done him many favors in 

return for which he frequently gave 


hira the use of the shop at night. Me- 


lino refused to give the police the name 
of this mysterious friend. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 
midnight and the police have been un- 
able to break down Melino‘’s declara- 
tion that he was far away from Ris 
sbop all night. 

The lad was.a son of EB. A. Smith, a 
Government clerk, and his parents are 
divorced. The boy lived with his moth- 
er. Curiously enough, the police re- 
ceived no notice from his mother that 
the boy had been missing, until some 
hours after, when an evening newspaper 
had published a full account of the 
crime and descriptions of the boy's 
clothing that remained unburned. It 
is said that the little fellow was not 
over bright, but’ was not so simple: 
minded that he could not go about un- 
attended. 

Police Murder Dicey. 

The police have a theory that the 
bootmaker, whose excitability has made 
him a mark for mischevious small boys 
in the neighborhood, was teased by lit- 


‘tle Harry Smith and that he in a mo- 


ment of rage struck him down with 
his shoem "s hammer and then, find- 
ing that he ‘had killed the boy, took 
measures to destroy the body by in- 
cineration. |

appearance in Edward Slattery’s drug 
store, just across the street from the 
big, ramshackle tenement where the fire 
was, in the company of the painted 
woman. The druggist’s son described 


the woman as about 35 years old, with | 


hair bleached to a straw color, aad her 
face “made up."" Her clothing ‘was 
flashy. A young man was with her. He, 
too, was flashily attired. 


Several other persons in the store at 
the time described the trio in the same 
manner. The woman had a little dog on 
a chain. She asked to have the tele- 
phone pointed out to her, and then sud-

PORTLAND, ‘Me., Sept. 11.—Maine's 


fame as the pioneer prohibition State 
of the Union, is swaying in the bal- 


ance today. Daylight saw the first of 
the army of voters, who are to decide 
the question of whether the prohibi- 
tory amendment shall be retained in 
the constitution on their way to the 
polls, and as the hours passed the 
stream grew in size.

Mine has been prohtbition for 60 
years, with the exception of two 
years. That was in 1857-8. This is 
much thé longest period of any other 
of -the eight prohibition §§ states, 
Maine, Kansas, North’ Dakota, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee and Oklahoma, 

The law has not been rigidly ,en- 
forced in Maine for many years, ac- 
cording to the license element, which 
is seeking its repeal. In the larger 
cities Hquor has been sold illegally 
and it is said the proposed license 
law will give the State greater rev- 
enue. 

The heaviest contributors to the 
prohibition campaign fund, it is said, 
are the express companies which 
carry liquor into the State. 

The morning vote in the cities was 
even larger than was anticipated, and in 
many places fully one-third of the en- 
tire vote was cast by noon. In the man- 
ufacturing centers the heaviest vote was 
deposited during the noon hour. Both 
sides worked hard to get out the early 
vote, and automobiles and carriages of 
every description were pressed into serv- 
ice to carry invalids and indifferent 
voters to the polls. Fair weather was 
reported from all parts of the State.

Mrs. Rayburn of Webster Groves 
Says in Divorce Bill Husband 
Left Her Last June. 





FAILED TO SUPPORT HER 


Wife Also Says That She Has 
Been Forced to Keep 
Boarders. 


Mrs. Lola Ada Rayburn, daughter of 
Mayor V. O. Saunders of Webster 
Groves, filed suit Monday at Clayton to 
divorce Taylor Rayburn, charging that 


in the last three years he had not con- 
tributed on an average $25 a month to- 
ward the support of herself and their 
child, so that her father had to help her 
financially. 

The Saunders family is widely known, 
and has taken a prominent part in sub- 
urban society. 

Miss Saunders was married to Ray- 
burn Jan. 10, 1901, and the petition re- 
cites that the husband left his wife last 
June. During their life together he was 
always employed at a good salary, ac- 
cording to the petition, but would not 
provide for his family, so that Mrs. 
Rayburn took in boarders to meet the 
rent. Rayburn in a Pullman ‘conduc- 
tor. 


Left Her for Good. 
Mrs. Rayburn avers that when her 


husband left her in June he declared 
that he did not love her, and that he 
would not return to her. 

Owing to Rayburn’s failure to pro- 
vide her with money, Mrs. Rayburn 
says, she was for a while unable to get 
her clothes from a laundry, and was 
harassed by her creditors. 

Often Rayburn stayed out until late 
at night, his wife complains, and re- 
fused to give her any account of his 
whereabouts. She says that he some- 
times returned intoxicated, and that he 
declined to take her out with him or 
to afford her any means of recreation. 


Her Health Impaired, 
Another charge of the petition is that 


Rayburn falsely accused his wife, in 
the presence of others, of improper 
conduct, and that this neglect has so 
worried her that her health is im- 
paired. 

Mrs. Rayburn asks for the custody 
of their daughter, Virginia Ada, 9 years 
old, and for alimony.

RAILWAY SAYS 
IT OWNS STREET 
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Answers Mandamus Suit by De— 
claring That City Is “Just 
Permitted to Cross.”’ 





Answering the city’s mandamus suit 
to compel it to build a viaduct over the 
Wangerous grade crossing at Vandeven- 
ter and Chouteau avenues, the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Co. went into court 


Monday and alleged that the city has no 
right to abolish the crossing. 

The railroad cempany says it was 
there first, and that the city had no 
legal right to run a street across the 
tracks. 

In its answer the Missouri Pacific 
says that im 1849 the Missourl Legisla- 
ture granted to the Pacific Railway Co. 
the title and fee simple to all of its 
right-of-way in the State. 

The railroad was built in 1851, it says, 
before the city limits extended: as far 
west at Vandeventer avenue, and later 
the company “simply granted a license” 
to the city to carry Chouteau avenue 
over its tracks. For this privilege the 
city has never paid, the answer says.

Collins of Maplewood, appeared in the 


} petition as plaintiff, the son,being un- 


der legal age. Johnson & Young, at- 
torneys, filed the. suit. 

The young husband appeared in the 
Circuit Clerk’s office Monday, and pre- 
sented a paper signed by his father. He 
said nothing about the-«lawyers. The 
paper stated that the elder Collins de- 
sired the suit withdrawn. Deputy Clerk 
Lewis conferred with Judge Kinsey, and 
the withdrawal was entered, removing 
the suit from the court record. 


To Live With Wife, 
Collins sald to Lewis that he had 


decideg it would be best to live with 
his wife again. This remark was at. 
variance ‘with an interview which 
Collins lately gave a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, in which he said that he 
would not live with his wife again, 
but would dismiss his suit to prevent 
the Clamorgans from suing him for 
damages, 

Mrs. Cora Clamorgan Collins, when 
seen at her Ellendale home after the 
suit was withdrawn, said that her hus- 
band’s aetion in dropping the case was 


‘| the result.of recent conferences with her 


father. 

“Il don’t know whether it means that 
we shall live together again,” she said. 
“{ haven't talked to John for weeks, 
and I don’t know how he feels about it. 
Think what a big question it is. There 
is John on one side and my family on 
tne other. I owe father and mother a 
great deal for the way they have stood 
ty me. I wouldn't like to go against 
their wishes. Then there would be the 
epposition that would come from John's 
family.

A moment after refusing to take out a new life insurance pol- 
icy, Mrs. Katherine Mitchell of 2506 North Vandeventer avenue 
was run down: by an automobile, and instantly killed Monday 
about 11 a. m., at Warne and St. Ferdinand avenues, near her 
home. She was 32 years old, and had two children. £2 

Mrs. Mitchell, on her way to visit a friend on St. Ferdinand, ‘ 
avenue, met Michael P. Dalton of 3924 St. Ferdinand: avenue and 
Thomas E. Harris, an insurance agent, with an office at 3600 North 
Grand avenue. She knew both men, and stopped to chat with. 
them. Harris urged her to take out a life policy. 


“IT don't need one,”’ she said. “I have 
one at home, and the premiums on it 
are paid up.’’ 

When she said this she was stand- 
ing at the northeast corner of ‘Warne 
and St. Ferdinand. An automobile, 
driven. by Louis Werner of 1481 Clara 
avenue, was being driven west on St. 
Ferdinand. With Werner was Harry 


Fleming of 3954 St. Louis avenue. Both 
are mechanicians for the Dorris Motor 
Car Co. Witnesses say the car was 
not going faster than tbout fifteen 
miles an hour. 

Was Looking Over Shoulder. ) 

Mrs. Mitchell stepped from the pave- 
ment to walk diagonally across the 
street, smiling at the men over her 
shoulder. Her face thus was turned 
away from the approaching machine, 

She stepped directly in front of the 
car, and was knocked down, her head 
hitting the brick-paved street so hard 
that it fractured her skull, : 

Werner, to avoid runming over the 
turned his machine 
sharply and drove it into the curb, 
smashing a front wheel. 

Both niechanicians jumped from the 
machine, and, aided by the men to 
whom Mrs. Mitchell had been talking, 
Utted the body into the car. They took 
it to Charles L. Grandjean’s drug store 
at @971 Cottage avenue, a block away, 
and a physician who examined it there 
said death had been practically instan- 
taneous. 

*° Mechanicians Are Arrested, 

The mechanicians were arrested, and 
told policemen the accident was wun- 
avoidable. Their story was corroborated 
by eye-witnesses, but the police of the 
Dayton Street District decided to hold 
the men under common law bond as/ - 
Coroner's witnesses, 

William Mitchell, husband of the dead 
woman, was summoned from the French 
where he is stable boss, and 
reached fhe drug store soon after the 
accident. He asked that the body be 
not taken to the moregue, and with the 
consent of the Coroner's office, an un- 
dertaker took charge of it, after it had 
lair an hour and a half in the drug 
store. 

Mitchell sent word to his children, 
Irene, 16 years old, and William, 14, and 
they met him at the shop to view their 
mecther’s body before the undertaker 
took it away. A large crowd had gath- 
ered and tried to control the deep grie? 
of the children. 

Earlier in the day Mrs. Mitchell had 
paid to an insurance collector, who 
called every Monday morning, the pre- 
mium on a small iffe policy she car 
ried.

IRON MOUNTAIN 
AST TRAIN IS 
FLAGGED IN TIME 


Man Discovers Piece of Rail 
Torn Up and Notifies the 
Police. 


The discovery early Monday that part 
of a rail was missing from the Iron 
Mountain Railroad tracks in Luxemburg 
led to a police report that an effort had 
been made to wreck the fast mail, due 
at Carondelet Park at 6:40 a. m., which 
was flagged in time. 

Five inches of rail between Loughbor- 
ough avenue and Kansas street had 
been torn out or blown out, according 
to the report to Police Headquarters, 
and efforts to find it were unsuccessful. 

Aleck J. Pequignot of 113 Lemay Ferrv 
road telephoned the information. He 
noticed that part of the rail was miss- 
ing as he walked along the track on 
his way to work. The message was re- 
layed from headquarters to the Caron- 
delet Station, and a policeman flagged 
the train. 

No explosion was heard in the neigh-. 
borhood, so far as the police learned, 
and it was thought improbable that the 
rail had been blown out. There was 
nothing to indicate an explosion. 

At the office of Lee L. Kensinger, 
superintendent of terminals for the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Railroads, it was said that the rail 
broke in the ordinary course of traffic, 
and that no effort had been made to 
wreck the train. Section hands were set 
to work, first to replace the rail, then 
to find the missing part, but their 
search was unavailing, and no explana- 
tion could be given for that fact.

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MAKES READY FOR START 


He Expects to Land in New York 
From San Francisco in 
20 Days. 


By Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 11.—Pre- 
liminary to his start in a Wright biplane 
from this city for New York, Robert F. 
Fowler made a flight this morning to 
test his machine, which proved to be 
under perfect control. He remained in 
the air 10 minutes, passing out over the 
ocean and passing over the presidio cov- 
ering about two and a half miles. 

The aviator alighted at the starting 
point. Fowler expressed himself as 
pleased with the result of his test and 
at once began to prepare for his long 
aerial voyage. Although a light fog 
hung over the stadium, the weather 
was almost ideal. A large crowd, in- 
cluding a number of city officials and 
army men, Witnessed the flight. 
Fowler was at work early this morning, 
tuning up his machine preparatory to 
starting on the first lap of his journey. 

The aviator plans to make the dis- 
tance in 20 flying days and in a total 
of 26 days, arriving in New York, Oct.

BROOM CORN IS ‘SOARING 


Predicted Quotation Will Reach 
$240 a Ton, Highest 
in 40 Years. 





Another advance of 6 cents a hun- 
dred pounds in the price of sugar was 
made Monday by the American Sugar 
Refining Co. (the Sugar Trust). This 
announcement comes simultaneously 
with an increase of $50 a ton in the 


price of broom corn, from ~‘whicna 
brooms are made, On account of th 
shortage in the broom corn crop ex- 
perts expect the price to go to $240 a 
ton, which will be the highest price 
for that product in 40 years. 

The jump in sugar is the fifth ad- 
vance in the last five business days, 
aggregating 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, The increase Monday is the 
climax to 19 previous advances since 
July 6, when the price to jobbers was 
$5.18% a hundred. 

Highest Since Civil War. 
. The price to jobbers Monday was 
$7.03%. The price quoted to the re- 
tailer Monday was $7.06. This is the 
highest price reached by sugar since 
the Civil War. 

The large downtown retail “grocers 
who have not sold their supply of sugar 
bought at lower prices, were retailing it 
Monday at 14 and 14% pounds for $1. 
They have not felt the full effect of last 
week’s raise in the sugar market, but 
when they-renew their supply at pre- 
sent prices, they announced they will 
have to increase their selling price. 
Smaller grocers, not equipped to buy 
and store in large quantities, are selling 
from 18 to 13% pounds for $1. They.are 
compelled to buy their supply almost 
weekly, and must pay current prices. 


Breoms Going Up. 

The expected advance in the price of 
broom corn will raise the price of 
brooms approximately 100 per cent., 
dealers say. Fair brooms that could be 
bought a week ago for 26 cents are ex- 
pected to go to 5@ cents In price. Year 
before last broom_corn advanced sharply 
because of a shortage in the crop, and 
the price of a fairly good broom went 
to 45 cents. Last year the price of the 
raw product declined to $9 a ton, and 
brooms becarne cheaper. 

The new broom corn crop is being 
harvested and the work of cutting 
it will be in full sway within a week. 
Friday nine tons were sold at Bloom- 
ington, Ill, at $160 a ton. It is 
thought by dealers the price will 
jump up to $200 within a week when 
the extent of the crop shortage is 
known. This price in the broom corn 
district means that the price on the 
St. Louis market will be about $240 
a ton, including expenses of shipping 
and commissions. 

Old Crop in Market. 

The brooms being made now and 
sold in St. Loufs are made from the 
broom corn crop of 1910. The new 
crop will mot reach the manufactur- 
ers until the middle of October. 

Taking advantage of the prospec: 
tive raise in the coming crop, dealers 
in broom corn announced an advance 
in the present supply of $50 a ton last 
week. Another advance is predicted 
before the end of the week. Tbe 
price quoted Monday is $140 a ton. 


Some Foods Boycotted. 


These record-breaking advances in 
the price of staple commodities re- 
news the attention of the public to 
the conditions during the winter of 
1909-1910, when the cost of living 
reacheg its apex and declined slowly 
after many boycots against meat and 
other products throughout the coun- 
try. v 

Butter and eggs are a few points 
cheaper than last year, Flour of 
good quality is selling at retail at 
$5.95 a barrel, the same price as last 
year. Choice steaks cost about 28 
cents a pound, as they did last year. 

The wholesale price of ham is a 
little more than 15 cents a pound, as 
compared with 18 cents a year ago. 
Western lard is selling for a fraction 
more than 9 cents a pound, as against 
12 cents last September. Bacon may 
be had at some stores for 20 cents a 
pound. The same quality last year 
was 23 to 25 cents. 

It is almost impossible to strike an 
accurate average of the price of com- 
modities to the consumer, so much ce- 
pending on the location of the deal-~ 
er’s store and the fluctuations and 
market conditions. 

Mess pork is quoted at $10 a barrel, 
wholesale, as against $24 last year. This 
is a decided decline “| in price. The 
cheaper grades of coffee are soaring. 
Rio spot coffee, quoted at’ 10% cents a 
pound last year, sold for 138% cents Sat- 
urday. The large fruit crop thie year 
enabled housewives to do a great deal 
of canning, and will have the effect of 
cheapening canned goods this winter.

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GETS NEW TRIAL 
OF DAMAGE SUIT 


Court Rules in $10,000 Action 
Technical Attack Practically 
Was Undisputed. 





Circuit Judge Kinsey Monday 
granted the petition of Morris F. 
Slupsky, son of “Col.” Abe Slupsky, 
for a new trial in his $10,000 damage 
suit against Charles McLure Jr. and 
Adrain Rule Jr. A verdict for the de- 
fendants was found April 12, 1910, in 
the first trial. 

Slupsky, who is 12 vears old, and 
lives at 388652 Lindell ovsoulevard, 
charged in his suit that on June 21, 
1909, the defendants met him on Lin- 
dell boulevard and while McLure held 
him Rule applied a piece of lighted 
punk to his arm, burning him se- 
verely. A number of other boys were 
made defendants at the first trial, 
but the evidence showed that they 
were merely bystanders and Judge 
Kinsey instructed the jury to find 
a verdict for them. 

In his decision, Judge Kinsey says: ‘‘I 
think I am bound to sustain the plain- 
tiff’s motion for a new trial as against 
the defendants, Rule and McClure, be- 
cause the evidence is practically undis- 
puted that they made a technical assault 
upon the plaintiff while he was pro- 
testing that he wanted to be let alone. 

‘“Whillé it is doubtless ‘trué that these 
defendants were only engaged in a boy- 
ish prank to tease him, and while it Is 
also true that the plaintiff and his 
friends have attached more importance 
to the incident than it deserves, still it 
must be said that neither man, woman 
nor child can be assaulted with impu- 
nity. Lax notions of the degree of per- 
sonal respect to which another is enti- 
tled, however innocently entertained, 
ought to be discouraged. 

“A verdict for nominal damages would 
not have been disturbed. One for less 
or more might well be questioned.”

ININVENTION SHOW 


New Car Fender and Tipless Ta- 
ble Are Also Being Ex- 
hibited. 


The Exposition of Inventions will open 
in the Coliseum at 7 p. m. Monday. It 
was originally planned to start the show 
at. 1p. m., but many of: the inventors 


reported to Manager Payne that they 
could not have their exhibits placed by 
that time. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who had an 
advance view of some of the novelties 
to be shown saw some of the strang: 
contrivances which will be on displav 
all week. 

If one of the inventions at the expo- 
sition is adopted by the railroads, board- 
ing trains is going to be as easy as walk- 
ing up stairs, and hobble skirts will no 
longer be a hindrance to travel. An 
extension car step, or rather an exten- 
sion car two-step, will be demonstrated 
at the show. It is a folding affair which 
snuggles up under the- regular steps un- 
til it is needed, and then, by the manip- 
ulation of a lever, extends itself so that 
the passengers will have an easy flight 
to ascend. 

A new car fender, the inventor asserts, 
will make being hit by a street car a 
safe and pleasant experience. It con- 
sists of a buffer and a stationary wheel- 
guard.

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KEROSENE BLAST 
MARES A LIVING 
TORGH OF WOMAN 


Mrs. William, McElhinney Be- 
lieved to Have Been Fatally 
Burned in Home. 





Mrs. William McElhinney stood, a pil- 
lar.of fire, in the doorway of her home, 
5839 West Park avenue, after a kero- 
sene explosion at 5:15 a. m. Monday. 
Neighbors who saw her through the door 
thought, from the glare, that the house 
was burning. But the flames were con- 
fined to the woman’s clothing. 

Mrs. McElhinney is at the city hospi- 
tal, burned all over the body, and is 
not expected to recover. She ts 43 years 
old and has two sons and a daugbter. 
Her husband, whose hands were burned 
in his efforts to save her, is also a hos- 
pital patient. 

Mrs. McElhinney got up shortly after 
5 o'clock to prepare her husband's 
breakfast, while the rest of the family 
remained in bed. A few minutes later 
her husband and her son, Fred, were 
aroused by the sound of an explosion, 
and as they left their beds, they saw 
her run toward the front door. 

McElhinney seized a blanket from the 
bed, and his son ran for a bucket of 
water. Their combined efforts put out 
the fire, and -the woman, in agony from 
the burns, sank to the floor. 

Mrs. William Jones, who lives across 
the street, ran to the house, and she 
and another neighbor, Martin Engel- 
meyer, aided in cores for Mrs. Mc- 
Elhinney. 

Members of the family said Mrs. Mc- 
Elhinney sometimes used kerosene in 
starting the fire in the kitchen range. 
The wreck of the oil can, which was 
found in the kitchen, indicated that she 
had poured the coal oil into the range 
from. the can and that embers had 
caused the explosion.

Henry C. Gumbel sank to the floor in 
room 422, Kupper Hotel, late Saturday 
afternoon, after having been fatally shot 
by Robert C. Curtis, he tore to bits 


three letters. The parts of the letters 
which were found at his side a moment 
later, were taken by the poilce. Yes- 
terday morning at police headquarters, 
a few hours after Gumbel’s death at the 
University Hospital, one of the letters 
was placed together. 

S. W. Zickofoose, Chief of Detectives, 
said this morning that contents of the 
letters were not for publication. He 
said he did not know the writer’s name. 
Several facts have been gleaned from 
the fetter. 

Endearing Terms in Letter. 

The letter was signed ‘‘Lucie”’ or ‘“‘Lu- 
cille.”” The fact that it’ was blurred 
slightly prevented positiveness.. Lucie 
is the name of Mrs. Curtis, wife of 
Gumbel’s slayer. The letter was six 
pages long and was exceedingly affec- 
tionate, containing many endearing 
terms. * 

The possibility of blackmail is brought 
out by the following extract: “I would 
rather see you bankrupt than have you 
give him one penny.” 

That the writer feared that her letters 
would .be found is shown .by another 
extract which is said to read: “Guard 
your room and my letters closely. It 
is an easy matter to bribe a maid or a 
bellboy.’’ 

Another quip which the letter is said 
to contain shows that marriage may 
have been contemplated. The writer 
says: ‘‘There will be no need of a wed- 
ding march for us, for no one but a 
justice would have nerve enough to 
marry such a combination as a Jew and 
fn Episcopalian.”’ 

It is alleged to go on to say, “The 
world is full of fools. You are one of 
them. Don’t think this is ugly, for it 
is a fact.’ 

Mrs. Curtis is in Chicago. She went 
there Aug. 2, after Curtis nd she 
was living at 2208 Tracy avenue. ~ 

Mrs. Curtis asserted to William 
Woodford, an attorney, to whom she 
went about Aug. 2 to have him draw 
up a petition for divorce, that she 
feared that her husband would harm 
her. A preliminary petition was drawn 
at that time, but has never been filed. 
Curtis filed his divorce suit Sept. 1. 

Declares Curtis Beat Her. 

Mrs. Curtis told Woodford that Cur- 
tis threatened and had beaten her. She 
said that Curtis had kicked her and 
driven her from their home last New 
Year's day. 

“T had never seen Mrs. Curtis before 
she came into my office to have me 
represen her in divorce proceedings,”’ 
Woodford continued. “She is.a stunning 
appearing woman. When I found that 
she was 38 years old I. could hardly 
believe it, for she does not appear to 
be more than 26 years old.” 

Neighbors living in the flat building 
at 2208 Tracy avenue tell of a man 
of Gumbel’s appearance who called fre- 
quently on her in August.

Father and Mother Too Ill to 
Work, One Baby Dead, An- 
other an Invalid. 


Building in Which John Wurtz 
Has Lived, Rent Free, Will 
Be Demolished. 


Stricken by ‘tuberculosis and without 
resources for the present or an. ap- 
parent chance for the future, the fam- 
lly of John Wurtz is awaiting final no- 
tice to move from its home at 2808 
South Twelfth street. The building, the 
property of a brewery, is to be demol- 
ished within a few. days. 

The body of _ T- cy Hp RE Katle 
Wurtz, youngest member of the family, 
Ifes in one of the two rooms of the 
dwelling. The infant died early Sun- 
day from a tuberculoug afféction. ‘ The 
city will bury the body. 

Wurtz; who came to St. Louis from 
Germany four years ago, ambitious to 
make a living for his little ‘family, is 
now emaciated by tuberculosis, which. 
gained its hold while he worked at the 
tallor’s bench. 

Wife Also Is Ill. 

His wife, who, until a few weeks ago, 
supported the famly by washing, is also 
a victim of the disease, and is unable to 
speak above a whisper or to do any 
work. 

The older of the surviving children, 
Lizzie, is an attractive child, and is 
still in good health. Could she be re- 
moved from the atmosphere of conta- 
gion which now surrounds her, she 
might escape from the disease which 
has marked the rest of the family for 
its own. Her youfiger sister, Rosie, is 
a sufferer from tuberculosis and from 
a spinal trouble. 

The famil} had $100 at the time when 
Wurtz had to give up his employment. 
The money has been spent, and the 
only@ resource now is what can be 
spared by Mrs. Wurtz’s 19-year-old 
brother and his mother from his earn- 
ings of $7 a week, on which the mother 
is dependent. 

Church Gives Aid. 

Occasional contributions of provisions 
have alsq been made by the charitable 
organizations of St. Agatha’s Church, 
to which the case was referred by the 
Provident Association. A visiting nurse 
of the association has indorsed the fam- 
fly as worthy of assistance. 

The Wurtzes were notified to vacate 
the premises Aug. 14, as the building 
was to be torn down. They were unable 
to move, and were permitted to remain 
another month, rent free. Wreckers are 
to begin work Friday, and the family 
must be out before that time. How to 
move, or where to go, with winter ap- 
proaching, is a problem beyond the fam- 
ily’s power to solve.

Think J. H. Pond, Whose Body 
Was Found in Florida Was 
Not St. Louisan. 


UNCLE TELLS ABOUT HIM 


Understood Missing Man Whose 
Accounts Were Questioned 
Was in Mexico. 


While the Navy Department officials 
believe a man found dead in a hotel 
in San Pablo, Fla., is Capt. Arthur 
James Matthews, formerly of St. Louis, 
his relatives in this city express doubt 
that the identification is correct, though 
they admit they have received no con- 
vincing information. 

The finding of the body of a man, 
who had gone under the name of Capt. 
J. H. Pond, is accepted by the Navy 
Department as concluding a search 
which has been in progress since Feb. 
3, when Capt. Matthews disappeared 
from Mare Island, Cal., where he com- 
manded the naval prison. At that time 
it was said there was a shortage of 
$3100 in his accounts. . 

Capt. Matthews’ relatives centend that 
he would not have committed sufcide, 
as the dispatches say the Department 
of Justice investigators found Capt. 
Pond did, and that if the identification 
is correct, Capt. Matthews was mur- 
dered. 

Uncle Talks of Case. 

His uncle, Leonard Matthews of 5447 
Cabanne avenue, with whom Capt. 
Matthews lived 15 years ago when at- 
tending Smith Academy, said Monday 
that St. Louls relatives had not re 
ceived information from’ the Navy De- 
partment, but that it was probable his 
mother, who resides in Boston, had 
been informed of the facts. 

“Capt. Matthews was a dare-devil 
sort of fellow,’’ said his uncle, “but 
I don’t believe he would have killed 
himself. 

“IT inclinue more to the theory that 
he was murdered if it is his body which 
was found. However, he had no suit 
case in the hotel, and it seems that if 
he had been at the hotel as the usual 
guest, he’ would have had one. 

‘“‘At the time a, shortage was reported 
in his accounts, relatives offered to 
make it good. An examination of his 
books showed that he was a poor book- 
keeper. The books were in such a tan- 
gled condition that the accountants 
could not determine whether there was 
a shortage.’’ 

When Capt. Matthews left Mare Is- 
land he took $300 in salary, but did not 
touch money he had in the bank, which 
relatives say, indicates that he had no 
intention of remaining away. He ob- 
tained a three days’ furlough. 

Capt. Matthews wrote a letter to 
a friend in the navy, in which he gaid 
he intended going to Mexico to join 
the revolutionists. He is reported to 
have written a later letter saying he 
had returned from Mexico and would 
go to Florida. His uncle believes he 
may now be in Mexico. 

Besides the uncle, Capt. Matthews’ 
other relatives in St. Louis are Mrs, 
Saunders Norvell, Mrs. Percy Werner 
ang Claude Matthews, cousins. 

Capt. Matthews was 31 years 014, 
He joined the Marine Corps in 1820 
and rose rapidly. At the time he dis- 
appeared he was soon to have been 
made a major. In the Boxer uprising 
in China he was the first man of the 
foreign forces to enter the gates of 
Pekin. 

His father, Rear Admiral Matthews, 
died three weeks before the son dis- 
appeared. His relatives say that he 
was overcome with grief at his fath- 
er’s death, |

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TAFT AND THE DIVORCE LAWS 

Mr. Taft is greatly disturbéd about the Astor 
marriage. On his Western trip he has decided 
ts avoid politics in most of his speeches, and he 
has picked out the marriage and divorce laws as 
& promising subject for popular discussion.  - 

But when Mr. Taft reaches Iowa he will find 
the people far more interested in his veto of 
the Farmers’ Free List Bill than in the matrimo- 
nial adventures of members of New York’s four 
hundred. . 

As he crosses Wisconsin the people will want 
fo hear from him about his veto of the wool 
bill, not about the difficulties of a multimillion- 
aire in finding a parson on whom the deerees of 
a New York court have no force. 

When he enters Kansas the people will expect 
some adequate explanation for defeating the re- 
duction of “indefensible” tariff taxes, not a re- 
hash of conflicting State laws in regard to the 
remarriage of divorced persons. 

As he passes through the Northwest the peo- 
ple will be more anxious to learn his reasons 
for disregarding his tariff-revision vows than his 
views as to how a fashionable society may be 
made to show more respect for the marriage 
vows. - 

Mr. Taft has made the issues that he must face 
on his swing around the circle, and he cannot 
change them.

Neighbor Tells Police Chief Bo- 
land-Is Too Friendly With Wom- 
an—Boland Says He Is 
Guardian. 


The engagement of Julius Lehmann, at 
whose home the celebrated boodle 
“birthday party’ was held, and who 
served a term in the penitentiary for 
bribery, to wed Mre. Ida Busse of 4004 
Taft avenue, was revealed Menday as & 
sequence to a fight in which Lehmann 


and the widow's 16-year-old sen were 
arrested. 

The revelation came from Police Ser- 
geant Cornelius Boland, when he was 
questioned. by -Capt. O’Brien of the 
Mounted District about his friendship 
for Mrs. Busse. He has been guardian 
of her children since her husband's 
death five years ago: 

John Wegman of 1508 Lafayette ave- 
nue, an acquaintance, was passing Mrs. 
Busse’s home Sunday’ evening when she 
called to know what he was doing in 
that neighborhood. During their con- 
versation Lehmann appeared on the 
front porch, and Wegman began quar- 
reling with him. 

Used Baseball Bat, 

“Tf? you were within reach I'd punch 
your nose,” said Wegman. 

Ixehmann promptly got within reach, 
but it was he who did the hitting, ac- 
cording to Wegman. He used a toy 
baseball bat, and Wegman went to a 
doctor to have a scalp wound dressed. 

A few minutes later John D. Fitzsim- 
mons of #60 Taft avenue, next-door 
neighbor to the Busses, called up Night 
Chief of Police Gillaspy. 

‘"'They’ve had a fight next door te me 
here,”’ he said, after he had told who he 
was, “and I think it’s time the police 
took a hand. The police have never in- 
terfered with this family because there's 
a sergeant who calls there. His name 
is Boland, and he’s around the house 
three or four times every week, planting 
shrubbery and acting as if he owned the 
place. I've seen him sitting in a wom- 
an’s lap and kissing her.“ 

Declares He Is Guardian. 

Gillaspy relayed the message to Capt. 
O'Brien and he questiened Boland, who 
is @ years eld and has a wife and six 
children living At 6418 West Park avenuo, 

Boland said he had known Mrs. Busse 
since she was a child, and that her 


him to become the guardian of the chil- 
dren and the adviser and protector ef 
the family. 

Tt is true that I eften go there,” he 
said, “and that I do work about the 
place, but I have never kissed Mrs. 
Busse. 

“If they saw me kissing anybody it 
was Lena, Mrs. Busse’s 14-year-old 
daughter, or Mrs. Lena Meyers, her 
mother, who is &. They often kiss me 
good-by, and the girl sometimes sits on 


i my lap.” 


Then Boland said that Lehmann was 
to marry Mrs. Busse. 

Wegman told the police that he often 
had visited Mrs. Busse, but Boland said 
he had never seen Wegman at the house 
but once—about a month ago, when he 
threatened Mrs. Busse because she 
would not loan him money. 

All Placed Under Bond. 

Prior to this Lehmann and Clarence 
Busse had been taken to the police sta- 
tien, and had given bond for their ap- 
pearance in the Olark Avenue Police 
Station. They cross-charged Wegman, 
and. he also gave bond. 

Capt. O’Brien seemed satisfied with 
Boland’s explanation. He has been on 
the force 9% years and has-.a good rec- 
ord. However, he will forward a report 
on the whole matter to Chief Young. 

Mrs. Busse is 38 years old. Lehmann 
lives at 8617 North Twenty-third street. 
He is renowned in North St. Louls as 
a whistler and yodeler.
